WEDNESDAY, Marcu 5, 1851. 


A quornm of the Senate being assembled, the President of the Senate 
pro tempore took the chair and directed the galleries to be cleared. 

Mr. Badger desired, before the execution of this order, to subinit a 
resolution. 

The President pro tempore decided that, before the galleries were 
cleared and the doors closed, no resolution could be received. 

From this decision Mr. Badger appealed. 

A debate having ensued upon this appeal, 

Mr. Bright called for the reading of the Journal of yesterday; and 

The Journal was read. 

The honorable Richard Brodhead, whose credentials were read the 
lth of January last, appeared, and the oath preseribed by law was ad- 
ministered to him, and he took his seat in the Senate. 

Mr. Berrien, from the committee appointed to wait on the President 
of the United States and inform him that the Senate is assembled and 
ready to receive any communication he may be pleased to make, re-

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President replied that he would this day make a communication to the 
Senate. - 

The debate on the appeal having been resumed, 

The President pro tempore stated that, it appearing to be the sénse 
-of the Senate that the Senate could act with open doors upon business 
not purely of an executive nature, he withdrew his order for clearing 
the galleries, and that the resolution proposed to be submitted could be 
received. l ;

Resolved, That each member of the Senate be supplied with twelve 
additional copies of the Congressional Globe and Appendix of the first 
and second sessions of the Thirtieth Congress and of the first session of 
the Thirty-first Congress, and that the Secretary cause the same to be 
bound. . 

Mr. Seward submitted the following resolution for consideration : 

Resolved, That the Senate is not restricted at this session to the con- 
sideration of matters purely execu tive, and that such consideration may 
be extended to all matters proper to be transacted by the Senate with- 
out the co-operation of the House of Representatives. 

Mr, Clarke submitted the following resolutions for consideration : 

Resolved, That the President of the United States be requested to 
communicate to the Senate, iu addition to the information called for by 
resolution of the Senate passed on the 3d day ot January, 1849, a state- 
ment of the navigation and commerce between foreign countries with 
whom we have no treaties of reciprocity and the United States since 
the year 1521, particularly with France, Spain, and Portugal, and the 
dependencies of each, and with the Republics of Mexico and Hayti. 

Resolved, That whenever the information called for by the said reso- 
lution of January 3, 1849, together with the information called for by 
the foregoing resolution, shall have been fully prepared the Secretary 
of the Treasury be hereby directed to cause the same to be printed in 
proper form and bound, and that two thousand copies of the same be 
published, to be disposed of hereafter by the Senate. 

Mr. Davis, of Massachusetts, submitted the following resolution for 
consideration : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be instructed to report 
to the Senate, at the commencement of the next session of Congress, the 
number.of steamers in each collection district, their tonnage, the num. 
ber of officers, crew, and other persons employed on board the same ; the 
number of passengers carried on board the same annually; the average 
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distance each passenger is carried; arranging ocean steamers in one 
class, propellers in another, ferry-boats in another, and ordinary steam- 
ers in another; stating the number propelled by high-pressure and the 
number by low-pressure engines.

Resolved, That the opinions of the Supreme Court, ordered to be printed 
by the Senate in executive session of 1849, be referred to the Attorney- 
General, along with contracts for the printing of the Thirty-first Con- 
gress; and that the Secretary of the Senate be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized to pay the printer of the said opinions out of the contingent 
fund of the Senate the sum which the Attorney-General may adjudge 
to be the price of the same under the contract, first deducting therefron: 
the sum heretofore paid in that behalf: Provided, That the said printer 
will first enter into an agreement to refund the difference between the 
amount adjudged to be due by the Attorney-General and the amount 
heretofore received in case the Attorney-General should fix the price of 
the said printing lower than that heretofore received. 

Mr. Foote submitted the following resolution for consideration : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate be, and he is hereby, in- 
structed to pay for the printing of the Thirty-first Congress which has 
been or may be executed by order of the Senate, except the opinions of 
the Supreme Court, out of the contingent fund of the Senate at one- 
half the rates established by the joint resolution of 1819, the sums here- - 
tofore paid under the contracts being considered as part payment. 

Mr. Pearce submitted the following resolution; which was consid- 
ered, by unanimous consent, and agreed to: 

Resolved, That the President of the Senate fill the vacancy in the 
Board of Regents of the Smithsonian Institution occasioned by the expi- 
ration, on the 3d day of March, 1851, of the term of the honorable Jef- 
ferson Davis, a member of the said Board. 

Mr. Olay sulmitted the following resolution : 

Resolved, That there be paid out of the contingent fund of the Senate 
to each of the officers, clerks, messengers, pages, and laborers in the 
employment of the Senate the same amount of compensation allowed 
them at the last session of the Thirtieth Congress; and that the mes- 
sengers and pages be continued for the period of two months from the 
termination of the present session for the purpose of folding and trans.
